ROME, Nov. 13.—(BUP)— 
Riot squads of police using 
rifle butts, tear gas and 
warning shots in the air today 
broke up belligerent bands 
of Communist demonstrators 
ranging the streets of Naples, 
sending a number of injured 
to hospitals. 

AN HOUR AFTER Communist 
workers quit their jobs and charged 
through Naples, attacking news- 
stands and burning copies of right- 
ist papers, police announced that 
“calm is returning.” 

After a semblance of order

stormed the headquarters of the 
National Monarchist party.

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Playing in the Streets 


The warning of Deputy Chief Constable 
Alex Riddell that the playing of hockey in 
the streets of Edmonton will not be tolerated 
is both timely and necessary. 

At a time of the year when snow and 
freezing temperatures add to the difficulty 
of controlling motor vehicles, the use of the 
streets for anything else but traffic creates 
an unnecessary hazard. This added hazard 
menaces the lives, not only of the children 
themselves, but of motorists and other pedes- 
trians. 

Moreover, these exciting street games are 
usually accompanied by such bursts of shout- 
ing and yelling that the ears and nerves of 
nearby residents are also casualties of the 
forbidden practice. 

But while the police have very properly 
assumed the responsibility for putting an end 
to these dangerous street games, somebody 
must assume the responsibility for providing 
adequate substitutes for them. 


or not Edmonton possesses sufficient facil- 
ities for children to indulge in healthful 
outdoor winter games. 

Once upon a time it used to be 
the practice of certain communities to flood 
vacant lots so that sheets of ice would be 
available for the smaller children to play 
Such games. It is an inexpensive practice 
and can be carried out with a length of fire 
hose and hydrant water. Certainly it would 
help to keep the streets clear of children for 
winter traffic. i 

It is necessary to forbid these dangerous 
habits. But it is also necessary to provide 
Some sort of an alternative. The Recrea- 
tion Commission could very well look into it. 


Have the Public No Rights? 


The three coastal cities of British 
Columbia are in the grip of a transit strike. 
Business has» been dislocated, industry 
hampered, tourist traffic slowed down, a half 
million people compelled to carry on their 
occupations as they can; because 2,800 men 
want more pay than they have been getting. 

Perhaps they deserve more pay. Perhaps 
they should get all they are asking for. The | 
half million people whose ways of life are | 
thrown out of hitch have nothing to do with | 
that. They do not set the scale of pay. | 
They have not been asked what it should be. 
It is not against them the transit-men are 
striking. But they are standing the brunt 
of the wage-war between the company and 
its employes. 

The public do not have to continue to 
stand for this sort of thing. Just because 


they always have been the goats when a 
public service system was closed down by a 
dispute between the owners and the 
employes, it does not follow that they must | 
go on playing that role. And there are signs | 
that the public pretty generally have had 
about enough and will call for a new deal. 

When a man enlists in one of the armed 
forces he signs away his right to go on strike 
if the pay or working conditions do not 
suit him. Do civilians deserve favors as 


compared to the fighting men? That is 
what it amounts to. 
The right to strike has been and is 


regarded by people generally as too sacred 
to be restricted. But where the operation of 
& public utility is concerned what about the 
right of the multitudes who have to depend 
upon this for service? They are entitled 
surely to some consideration. And the very | 
practical point is that they have power to | 
compel this consideration whenever they 
decide to do so. 

Just how much harm would be done if 
every person who gets a job on a public 
utility system were required to forego his 
right to stop the works? And, as a matter 
of course, assured that he would get as good 
pay and as fair treatment as men in compar- 
able occupations. This is a question which 
the people of Vancouver, Victoria and New 
Westminster must be asking themselves as 
they trudge to work. 


The People Do Not Pay 


As is always the case on such occasions, 
a small volume of ill-natured and ill-informed 
criticism has been levelled in this country 


and elsewhere upon the circumstances of the

It is true that the extra allowance for the

immediately from the public funds, 

This is because the income from the 
Duchy of Cornwall, the private property of 
the King, which ordinarily goes to maintain 
the heir to the Throne, cannot be inherited 
by a woman. Thus this enormous private 
income, much of it coming from valuable 
City of London property, has been turned 
over to the government. 

Even if the government increased the 
Princess’ allowance many times, which is not 
proposed, the amount would still be a trifling 
fraction of what it receives from the Duchy 
of Cornwall, which, to repeat, is privately 
owned by the King.

G, F, Estrangin, the paper's 
news editor, who wrote the 
story, said it is based on mater- 
ial obtained in New York and 
Europe. 

The day after the Norman- 
die fire, District Attorney Frank 
Hogan attributed the disaster 
to sparks ‘rom a welder’s torch 
and said “there is no evidence 
of sabotage.” 

France Amerique said the 
spy told the following story “in 
effect” to an Allied informa- 
tion officer in Germany. 
“The whole business was plan- 
ned in New York. I was as- 
signed to . « point out the 
places at which to apply the 
soldering lamps to activate the 
fire. 

“But I was not the big shot 
of the sabotage job. He was 
a special representative of Ad- 
miral Canaris (Adm. Walter 
Wilhelm Canaris, German in- 
telligence chief) and I knew 
him only under the name of 
number 437 

“My agents placed the life 
belts at strategic points. When 
I gave the signal, 10 men set 
fire at the same time to the 
accumulation of life belts with 
their solder lamps 

“When the fire had taken a 
good hold in the grand salon, 
the flames of the lamps were 
directed at woodwork. 

“It was only at this moment 
that I threw out the order to 
give the alarm. Conflicting 
orders were given to the fire- 
men so as to slow up their 
work.
